A circular has been sent from the Attor- 
ney: General's office to every County Court 
and juoior Judge,Sherifl, County Attorney, 
Police Magistrate, Stipendiary Magis'rato, 
County Constable, Chief Constable,Coanty 
Treasurer, and County Warden in the 
Province asking for their opimons ag to the 
efficioncy or otherwise of the present sys- 
tem of detecting crime and bringing the 
offenders to justice, The questions asked 
by the ciroular are whether the constabu- 
lary force in the county of the recipient is 
eonsidsred reasonably sufficient,or whether 
i; is considered thatin tho interests of justice 
this force as now constituted requires to be 
sapplemonted by the appointment of détec- 
tives or constablos, paid by salary instead 
of fees; whethér there ig any reas:n for 
beleiving that criminals now escapo detec- 
tion or conyiction who, undor such an ar- 
rangement, might be brought to Justice ; 
and, itso, whether this evil exists to apy 
considerable extext in the particular local- 
ity of the recipient, So far some fifty or 
sixty anawers Lave been reocived,the tenor 
of which differs very widely. Most of 
those who have replied to the circu'ar soem 
to consider a ghange of some kind noeo:- 
sary. Some favour the appointment of a 
local officer, to bo paid ‘by salory, and 
others are of the opinion that the ends of

“DAIRYING EAST AND WEST,"” 

The speaker had attended the ninth 
annual convention of the National Butter 
Cheese and Egg Associition at Cedar Rap- 
ids, Towa, and was favorably impressed with 
the present contrast between dairy-hus- 
‘bandry in the east andin tho west. Jt 
was the eminent Bishop Borkley,of Cloyne 
who said, prior to the middle of the eight- 
eenth century. ‘Wostward the conrss of 


empire takes its wae.’ Equally true is it 
that westward the course of dairy husband- 
ry takes its way. There has been a griat 
changs effected in the manafacture of 
cheese and butter during the past seventy- 
five years, Many years ago it was thonght 
that the western limits of the dairy section 
scarcely extended west beyond Eloskimer 
county, New York State, Oapada being 


left out entirely, and not ten 
years ago the spoaker had heard 
Hop. Harriss Lewis say that 


neither butter nor chers> of first-class 
quality could be made west of Central New 
York ; but he took ocsssion to question 
Mr. Harris’ statement. At the Centennial 
exposition in 1876, the Gold Medal was 
awarded to John Stewart of Lowa, for the 
best butter on exhibition in connestion with 
the world of dairymen in butter-making. 
This was both a surprise and an eye opener 
to the dairymen of the east who were well 
represented, not excepting Hurkiwer 
County and Central New York, At the 
international dairy fairin 1879, the first 
prize was again awarded to Iowa butter. 
The co-operative cheese factory system was 
inangurated by Jesse Williams of Rome, 


N. Y.. abont 80 years ag», and has 
completely revolutionized the  cheeze- 
making system of the United 


States and Canada. Canadian dairymen 
went on tothe state of New York and 
lesrned the factory Lusiness ; returned and 
introduced it here, and at the Centennial 
exposition at Philedelphia in 1876, a Can- 
adian dairyman took the first prizo on 
cheere against the world, thus leaying old 
Herhiner to meditate on the past and con- 
template how to compete successfully in 
the future with Lowa in butter and Canada 
in cheese. Having briolly sketched the 
advance of dairy husbandry from the eaat 


f to the west and its rapid growth, especially 


within the past ten years, it would, he said, 
doubtless interest dairy mer of Ontario to 
hove a brief sketch of this farm industry 
a3 gleaned from the United States consus. 
The number of milch cows in the United 
States in 1850 was 4,837,048; in 1880 
thera were 12,442,137. The production of 
butter in 1850 was 313,250,000 lbs; in 1880 
800,000,000 Iba were reported. In 1860 
the production of cheese was 103,750,0000, 
the export of the same year was,15.750,000 
Ibs ; in 1880 the production was 400,000, - 
000 Its. In 1860 prime sold atan averuge 
of 11 cts por lb. in New York and Boston ; 
in 1870 cheese was reported at 21 cts, per 
Ib., and in 1880 it sold still higher. Tor 
the past forty years the dairy crop has 
been the money crop on farms adapted to 
dairy-husbandry. A case was cited to 
substantiate this statement, in which his 
brother wasthe person roferred to, was 
given. Notwithatanding the rapid ad-~ 
vances and growth of dairy-husbandry in 
the United States during the past balf 
century, still the cry is heard that the

DAIRYMEN IN COUNCIL 


Pifth Annnal Meeting of Eastern Associ« 
ation, 
SCIENCE IN THE DAIRY 
_ Hon. H. A. Winuanp, of Little Pulls, N. 
Y,, delivered an able address on tho sub- 
joct—"Science of Dairing, i's progress,and 


mothod of making fancy chews,” the ob- | 


Jeot of which was to discoyerthe method of 
obtaining most bntter from a given quan- 
tity of milk, Tho milk was taken from a 
dairy of 200 cows, and aftor being thor- 
oughly mixed, 600 pounds were weighed 
out fur each oxperiment. This quantity 
was divided into threo parts of 200 pounds 
each, ono part being treated with the con- 
trifuge, ‘and another set on the Swartz 

lan in ice water, and the third sot shal- 
low in common, flat pans. The milk sot 
in ico water was placed in pails, having a 
capacity of 50 pounds cach, the milk bav- 
ingfan average depth ot sixteen inces, and 
it was allowed to remain in ice water for 
tho spaco of tuirty-four hours before skim- 
moe The regular skimming timo ior 
shallow pans was fixed at thirty-four hours 
afterthe milk bad been set, though this 
Was regulated somewhat by the condition 
of the milk from the end of May to the 
middle of September, when the milk was 
only allowed to stand from twenty-two to 
thirty hours. Inthe follewing table the 
first figure shows the results from the 
centrifuge, the second for the Swartz ice 
system, and the third the shallow pan sya- 
tem. The figures show the number of 
pores of milk to produce one pound of

different result, though treated in the same 
way, Accounts of other exp:riments fol- 


these was one that appears to be of some 
practical value to Qanadian dairymen 
This was made for the purpose of discoy- 


ering a remedy for the deleterious effects 
of transportation of milk intended for 


batter-making. The transported milk 
was hested to Oneious temperature by 
surrounding it with warm water ata tem- 

rature of from 118° to 181° Fahren- 

eit. The transported and cooled milk 
when heated to a temperature of 86°, 
which is about the temperature of milk as 
it comes from the stables, was found to 
yield some better results then when heat- 


ed, but not much; while the resistance of 


the milk for creaming, caused by the cool- 
ing and draining. was almost entirely over- 
come by heating 0 a temperature of 
104°. Tho important lesson taught by 
these experiments was that all milk that 
had fallen below 80° when it arrives at 
the butter factory should be heated to 
104° before setting. That the loss on 
milk eooled at the farm before transporta- 
tion is very considerable, if set at the 
factory without heating, amonnting to 12 
per cent, and as it essential that 
milk should be eooled at the farm be- 
fore transport, buttermakers who pur- 
chase milk should understand.that a 
gain of 12 per cent. of butter can be saved 
by the heating of such milk, It should aléo 
be understood, however, that milk for but- 
ter making cannot be heated much if auy 
above 104 without injuring the keeping 
qualities of the butter. Itshould also be 
remembered that cool and transported 
milk was best for cheese-making. These 
processes arrest or retard the rising ot the 
cream, and as the cream is not separated 
from the milk it will producs a greater 
quantity and better quality of cheoee, 
though not suited to the production of 
butter. Some facts recently developed 
went to show that the fatty mattor of milk 
was in a freo condition asa simple emul- 
sion. He described an ingenious contriv- 
ance for making lard cheese, Tho speaker 
continued at some length describing the 
methods adopted by those engaged in the 
manufacture of artificial milk, cheese and 
butter, and briefly sketched the great re- 
yolutions yet to be effected by science in 
this direction, After dwelling for somo 
time on the importance of promoting the 
home consumption of dairy products, the 
speaker undertook to show how this de- 
sirable end could be attained. It could 
only be brought about by placing before 
our people a diversified product of fine 
quality, and in styles and charactors to 
suit the tastes and wants of consumers. 
Among the small cheeses of great renown 
aud universally esteemed, both at home 
and abroad ia the Stilton, oat it has not 
been more extensively produced in America 
has boon owing to a lack of knowledge as 
to ite manufacture and a supposed diffi- 
culty in adapting its manufacture to our 
factory system, What was needed to in- 
dace the production of Stilton was that its 
manufacture bo adaptod to our tnotory 
system, and that the profits of the manu- 
facture be ample or sufficiently above those 
obtainable for the ordinary variety. Hore 
followed a long description of the mothods 
ot producing Stilton French Cream,Bidom, 
Dutch, Cheddar, and other varioties of 
cheese. Thu delivery of the address oc~ 
cupied over an hour and aquartor, and as 
it was followed by a protracted disoussion, 
tho Convention did not atjoura until 10:16 
o'clock. 

Hon. Hannis Luwre,of Frankford, N.Y. 
took the platform amid hearty applause. 
Ho said in the eeason of 1855 he purchased 
a piece of boggy land in the *‘Moliawk 
Valloy Bog,” and in a humorous manor 
described the toughntss of those bogs.

DAIRY KNOWLEDGE.

God’s Promises for our Children. 


BY REY. E, H. BICKERSLETH, M, A. 

I do not know, if I were asked to select 
the strongest prayer in the Soripture, any 
more powertul supplication and plea than 


m | that in the 19th Pealm, where the Pea'iniet 
d&wtf| 88ys, “Remember the word onto Thy ser- 


vant, upon which Thon hast caused me to 
hope.” Some prayers and somo eupplica- 
tions in the Bitle are more aerate by 
reason of their importunity and pertinacity 
as when Jacob wrestled all night till the 
breaking of the morning light, and he said, 
“T will not let thea go except thou bless 
me; as when Daniel prayed for three 
weeks to God; and when the Syro-Phe- 
nician woman persisted, in spite of silence, 
till the Lord answered, ‘'O woman, great 
isithy faith ; be it un‘o thce eyen as thou 


wi But there is something so exceed- 
ingly calm, 80 quiet, and yetso sirong in 
its quietness, ‘‘Kemember the word unto 
thy servant, upon which Thou hast*caused 
me to hope.” I question very much if any 
prayer has more power with God, and can 
prevail more than that. You know that if 
@ servant can establish to his master’s sat- 
isfaction that a promise has been given, it 
may be inconvenient, but it will be grant 

ed. If tbe servant say, “You know, sir, 
yon led me to expect it," that ia astrong 
plea ; and if a child, whose dealings with 
& psrent aro closer still can say that to his 
parent, “Papa, you know you promised 
me.” Ofcourse the unwise parent may 
make a promise ho is unable to perform, 


Now I think the promis¢s on this sub- 
ject§sre so great and fall. I remember 
asking a dear friend of mine (now 70 or 80 
yeara,of age ; one who I believe is mightier 
with God than almost sny man I know; 


I said to him, ‘Do tell me the secret of 
your success in prayer.” He replied, “I 
tell you what it is, Biokersteth, I make 
sure that what I have asked is according 
to the promise of God, and if so I pat my 
foot down as on a firm rock, and never al- 
low myself to doubt that my Father will 
give me according to His promise.” 

Now we are deiling to-day with the in- 
One of the most 


bearing fon this, is that one where *God, 
says, ‘I know Abrabam, that he will com- 
mand his children and his household after 
him, and they shall keep the way of the 
Lord.” Now I believe withevery promise 
there is a command, and with every com- 
God never mocks us, 
when He gives a command, by witholdiag 
the necessary strength and grace to obey. 
He haa, then, commanded, usto_ bring up 


of the Lord, and we nay be quite sure He 
will give the grace fot it if we askit. Wo 
may learn a good deal from the words of 
Moses when he says to Israel (Duet. vi), 
“Thon sha'tlove the Lord thy God. . .and 
thon sbalt teach them diligently unto thy 
children.” They are classed together, 
love and teach. We are to teash our 
children, but if it isto be successful it must 
spring from overflowing love. My dear 
friends, especiall you who are parents, may 
we not have a double assurance in coming 
to the throne when we ask our loving 
Father in Heaven to fill our beart with 
love so that we may be permitted 
to draw our obildren to the feet of tho 
Lord Jesus Christ ? Wo want more of this 
love to God and loye to our children too. 
What a wonderful prayer that of the 
apostle, ‘The Lord direct your hearts in- 
to God's love and Christ's patience ;” for 
so the words ought to be rendered. Tho 
Lord the Holy Spirit, whose office it is to 
shed abroad the tava of God in our hearts, 
will keep us in patience when we are in tho 
line of promise. Thus we may come In 
unwavering confidence to the throne © 
grace. So my Fathor, do Thou fill my 
heart with love to Thee ani love to ™ 
children too. “Of course” you say “ 
love’my children.’ Ido not think itis @ 
matter of course at all.  Gortainly it 1s 
not ‘of course” to the world, and it is not 
always a matter of course to Obristian 
parents that thoy love their children as they 
ought to do, How do we chow it by our 
choice of schoola,our cboice of companion- 
ship, our choice of society, our choice of 
alliances as they advance in life, and our 
choice of business and profe jsion ? How 
ia at with ua? [se our first thought for 
thom that their souls may prosper ? May 
God fill our hearts with intense love to 
our children, that womay always first and 
foremost consider their spiritua good. It 
is woll that wo ehculd come unto the pro- 
sonce of God, when we are alone with 
God, when we are plewling with Him and 
opening out ovr caso before Him. Lot us 
romomber that eternity is opening out to 
ur view, and the oartbly lite is but as tho 
dust of the balances, Are wo crying thus 
before God—"0 God, my prayer is before 
Theo, ny whole heart goos forth fer my 
ebildren''?

So muoli with rogar] to the parents, and 
now a word in rogard to the teachers. It is 
romarkable that in Dan.xii.we have a boau- 
tifal promise to teachera intertwined with 
the last days, That passage which tells of 
the resnrsection morning, when iy 
shall awake, also tells us that ‘they that 
are wise (or, eco margin, they that are 
teachers) shall shine as tho brightnees of 
the firmament, and they that turn many 
to righteonsness as the stars for ever and 
ever.” Tt is a special promise to teachers, 
and if there ke one thing more remarkable 
than another as a characteristic of the 
present day, it is the immense impulse 


riven to edncation ; and the impulse is 
gathering fresh force. What is the pro- 
mise? * All thy childern shall be taught 
of the Lord, and great shall be the peace 
of thy children.” What a power for good 
is in the hand of those who are teachers | 
Would that we remembered that the 
youngest child may be won to Cbrist ! 

Whata sores (etal in the life of 
Christ we have recorded in the 18th chap- 
ter of Matthew! We ree there how our 
Lord, in order to rebuke the pride of His 
disviple#, called a little chi’d to Him. 
He called. and the little one came natur- 
ally and trustfully to Him, for there wss 
nothing repellent about Jesus. That 
cbild gives us a beautifol example of trust, 
which is just hearing the call and commit- 
ting ourselves to arms that are ready fo 
enfold us, Then He gays’ “That in 
Heaven their angles (gurdian angles I be- 
lieve) do always be hold the ‘ace of My 
Father.” 

After a most solemn warning addressed 
to those who put stumbling blocks in the 
way of the liltle ones, He goes on to tell 
of these guardian angels who beheld the 
face of the Father in Heayen; and then 
gives the blessed assurance that the Fa- 
ther is not willing that any of these litt!e 
ones should perish, Do we as parents 
take that promise and plant onr feet upon 
it—stand upon it? Itis a firm rock ; it is 
not modern oracked ice; it won't give way 
when you stand on it, believing it,and say- 
ing, ‘Remember, O Lord, the word unto 
thy servant, upon which Ton hast caused 
me {o hope.” 

And tuen as to instruction in schools and 
Sunday schools, and the bigher education 
given in the universities of our land. Last 
March I was at Jerioho, and encamped b 
the old fountain which was Elisha’s. It 
was beautiful to see the verdure that gpread 
ont from that well, from which flowed 
channels and rivulots which fertilized the 
whole valley. It was, I thought, a wise 
providence that ordered that that fonntain 
should be healed at Jericho ; and it is a 
parable to us. Jericho was the school of 
the prophets, and probably was so, with 
some interruptions, for hundreds of years. 
Now, as that healed fountain diffused life 
and verdure over that beautiful valley, 60 
would the school of the prophets, and so, 
as this parable teaches, will our schools 
for the young, if there be the Gospel heal- 
ing, and if there be found therein a foun- 
tain of the Gospel of Jesus Obrist, which 
wi)] diffuse life and beauty, and freshness 
and verdare, over our land. May we not, 
then, pray boldly for these things, as in 
aczordance with our Father's will ? ! 

We are asked alse to pray for writers io 
the press and authors. I would that we 
had men like those 200 ot Issachar who 
had understanding of the times, and knew 
what Israel ought to do, May the men of 
ivfluence of our day have grace to emulate 
these wise men of Issacbar. We must, I 
think, all be impressed with the way in 
which literature builds up character; not 
only the books we read, but also the perio- 
dicals we peruse are moulding our charao- 
tera, unconsciously it may be, These 
books and periodicals are building up tem- 
ples of living stone, in which God will dwell 
for ever. So then if for building the 
material tabernacle God filled with His 
Spirit and taught Bozaleel aad Aholiab, 
may we not have the most profound confi- 
donce that God will answer our Preste for 
those Christian writers and authors who 
are called to build up the temple of the 
living God? May I close with a verso that 
is sometimes printed in the preface of 
Kebel’s Christian Year—

A Deruration from Napanee and sd- 
joining localities interviewed the Govern- 
mont at Toronto on Thursday, relative to 
a bonus for the Napanee, Tamworth aud 
Qaebeo railway. They wore introduced 
by Mr. Deroche, who explained the object 
and posilion of the ron]. After sov ral 
members of the deputation had spoken, 
the Attorney-General said the subject had 
for sometime received tho attention of the 
Government, timilar applications having 
been made during previous sessions. Had 
the railway company applied for aid early 
enough it would no doubt have obtained it. 
Bata difficulty bad arisen owing to the 
marked change in public sentiment on tho 
subject of railway grants. It was impos- 
sible to adopt any policy of granting aid to 
railroads during the presont Parliament, 
and whother it woald ever be practicable 
would depend altogetheron the view taken 
by the public at the next election. So far 
as the Municipal Loan Fund was concorn- 
ed, he could tell them that there were 
other counties in the samo position as them 
selves. Should the public decide in favor 
ota return tothe old policy of granting 
subsidies to railways, he would carefully 
bear in mind all that had been urged in 
favour of their claims.

MORMONISM 
There can be no mistaking the drift 
of public opinion in the United States 
with reference to the Mormon question. 
It is irresistibly and ulmost unanimous- 
ly towards the extinction of so foul a 
Blot upon the fair escutcheon of the 
republic. The recommendations of the 
President and the action of Congress 
also point in the same direction. There 
is, however, a constitutional or legal 
difficulty in the way which must be got 
rid of before the desired result can be 
reached. There is an organic law con- 
stituting Utah a’self-governing territori- 
ty. This law must Le repealed, and the 
yernment of the territory provided for 
by the direct authority .of the United 
States, through a commission represent- 
ing and exercising this authority, and 
so far as necessary sustained by the 
military arm of the Government. No 
half-way system, nothing that does not 
dispossess them of all power and abso- 
lutely compel them to bow to the au- 
thority of the law will answer the pur- 
pose. As a people, they hate the Gov 
ernment, and are taught to do so by 
their leaders. To tamper wilh them is 
only to encourage them and prolong 
the struggle. 

Governor Murray, in his message to 
the Legislature of Utah, after #; eaking 
of the resources of the territory,and the 
desirableness of bringing i's institutions 
into hsrmony with the rest of the coun- 
try, proceeds to lay down dhe following 
propositions :—‘* That in no sense is the 
sovereigoty of church over state in 
unison with the constitution and laws; 
that political poweris wielded by Church 
authority throughout Utah ; that offi- 
cers of the Church exercise authority in 
temporal affairs ; and that the soverei 
gnty of the Church is supreme and its 
practices are follcwed, the laws and 
courts of the Juited States to the con 
trary notwithstanding, this being true 
in whole cr in part.” Addressing him- 
self to the Legislature, marly all of 
whose members are actual pylygamists 
the Government says: “Do you teli 
eve that the Governor of the United 
Sates will much longer forbear to as. 
sert its sovereignty!” teferring 
polygamy, he adds: ‘The sy nm of 
plural wives was by act of Congress in 
1862 denounced asa crime. The 
stitutionality of this act has beon fully 
sustained by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. It being claimed that 
the people of Utah are a law-abiding 
people. I submit, as a no 
ence, that you, a8 their representatives, 
should enact laws in accordance there 
with.” The legislaturp, compoved ax it 
is almost wholly of polygamists, will,of 
course, pay not the least attention to 
these mopitory appeals of Governor 
Murray, ‘The purpose of the Mormons 
is to persist in the practice of polygamy

Huntingdon, our reporter left for the scene 
to obtain further particulars. The distance 
from Belleville to Morland’s place, in the 
7th concession of Huntingdon, is about 24 
miles, and the destination was rencbed at 
Proceeling at 


6 o'clock in the evening. 
once to the rerideoco of Mr. Isaac Peck, 

about a mile from tho ruins of Morland’s 
house, the two moa Huff and Romboug), 

were found lying in soparate beds saffering 
intense agony. The doctor bas no hopes 
of thoir recovery. But before discribing the 
injuries of those two, it will be necessary 
to dotwil the ciroumstances of tho case as 
gloanod from those prosent at the sone 

during and immodiatoly atter tho fir . 

It appears that Jobn Morland, his wife 
and Poter Vanallen left the reeidence of 
the former about six o'clock Thursday 
morning ‘or Bellavillo, where thoy did 
some trading. When en route home, they 
stopped at Foxboro and porchased four 
gallons of coal-oil, which was put into a 
glass jag encased in wicker-work. They 
reached home about 11 o'clock p.m,, and 
found most of the family, includiog the 
two young men, Huff and Rombough, up 
and waiting their return, It should be 
mentioned here that Morland bad con- 
tract to get out 200 cords of wood for Van- 
allen, to be delivered along the G. J. Rail- 
way, and the latter had employed the two 
men as choppers, having thom board’ with 
Morland. : 

The coal oil jug was carried in'o the 

house and eet near the door. Supper was 
propane and after satiug Aufl and Rom- 
bough went up stairs to bed. ‘The family, 
bosidss th boarders consiste] of Morland; 
his wife ; Susan Douglass, sister of Mra. 
Morland, aged 14; Wm. John Morland, 
aged 12; Henry, 10; Lizzie, 8; Sera, 6; 
Charlie, 2; anda baby of seyen months, 
Tue house was a small frame ot 1} storys, 
containing one room down slaire. In th's 
room were two beds, a large lounge, cradle 
&e. for the family to sleep on, and a large 
stove stood near the foot of the beds. Jn 
one ot these beds were sleeping Wm, Henry 
and Chag., and on the lounge Lizzie and 
Sara while the bady was in the cradle near 
the bed containing the boys. Mrs. Mor- 
land and Susan Douglass were up with 
Morland and Vanallan. 

Shortly after supper ono of the men was 
trying on a pair of new boots, and walking 
over the floor stepped into the coal oil that 
had run from the jug. At that moment 
the jug cracked with aloud noise, the bot- 
tom nearly severed from the body, aad the 
oil poured out over thefloor. Two tin sap 
backets and a ga'lon tin can were imme- 
diately procured and the oil emptied into 
them trom the broken jug, but consider- 
able remained and spread over the floor. 
There being a number of cracks ia the 
floor the oil ran into them and underneath 
the honge. A broom was precured and the 
oil brushed up a8 much as possible. Fear- 
ing that a spark from the stove might ig- 
nite the ol, the men applied lighted 
matches to different parts of the floor to 
burn tho oil off. Morland also took a piece 
of paper and with it fired the oil in two or 
tbree different places, The flamos shot up 
with some force, and becoming alarmed 
Morland seized the broom to extinguish 
thom. This being saturated a’so only ad- 
ded to the fire, and in a moment the whole 
room was filled with flames and suffocat- 

ing jumes, 

The door was on the south side of the 
dwelling and the oil that bad been empted 
into the buckets and can, it is supposed, 
caught also, thus rendererg egress difli- 
cult and bazirdous. Vanal’en succeeded 
in opening the door and getting cutside. 
Thers was a door on the north side, bat 
it was closed, and to this he ran and began 
breaking itopen. Morland appeared to be 
stupified or frightened at first, but Van 
allen culling Lim to help save tha women 
and children, he succeeded in breaking 
open a window. It appears that Miss 
Douglass approached tho broken door but 
Vanallen tearing a draft would increase 
the flame closed the door against her, not

BEE ADT. aS 
OUR FATHERS-WHERE ARE THEY. 
Reminiscenses of the Early Settlement of 
ihe Old Bay of Quinte District. 
THE S1kGR OF BATH. 

How many of our readers have looked 
with veneration upon the ehabby old build- 
ings and decaying monumante of ‘ye olden 
times" a3 they passed the little village of 
Batb, which forms the first stopping place 
for the bay steamer west of Kingston? We 
apprehend that most of them who have 
glanced towards the score of more weather- 
beaten houses that straggle along the shore 
in irregular fashion did not think that the 
place once had a name in the history of 
our country. We write now in defence of 
the loyal old hamlet, and eball attempt to 
picture an anterior history quite different 
from the present. The village and town- 
ships aljoining were surveyed in 1788, 
and were settled chiefly by Roger's corps 
of Sir Jobn Johnson's regiment early in 
the following year. Those pioneers, when 
they took possession of the place, were 
Gisposed to find somo fault with official 
arrangements, and charged partiality in 
favour ot Michael Grass’ company, who 
were allotted the First Township (King- 
stop). However, when the quality of the 
soil was compared they became reconcil d, 
and soon believed that, in their village

Tho establishment and maintenance of 
there fodders was slightly sketched ; their 
individgal feeding value indicated in com- 
parson with rich permanent pastures, and 
in this regard considerable interost was 
manifested. An average annual produc- 
tion of thirteen tons, green weight por 
fore was made, evident or fally threo tons 
diy weight. Whilo admitting the valno in 
obtaining a variety of plants in this way 
for animal li‘o, it was nevertheless shown 
that $6.40 per ton was the fall hay value 
in comparison with timothy and red clover, 
aod that upon the basis of chemical feed.

FEEDING DRY FODDER. 


Mx. Leanpgex Wernerats of Borton was 
called upon to address the Convention on 


cutting, curing, and fecding dried fodder 
for cows, 


rowep, and pasture grass, with Hongarian 
grass, fodder, corn, stover, and ensilago, 
were the p »pular forage plants that direct- 
ly concerned the masses of dairy farmers, 
and it was his purpose for a few moments 
toinyite the attention of the Convention 
to the consideration of these, The fact 
had to be admitted that the quality of the 
grass depended upon the character and 
fertility of the soil. Especially. was this 
noticeable in reference to the nitregenous 
constituents cf forage, The grass of a well 
manured meadow contained as shown by 
aualysis, 12 per cont of proteine, while 
that from an unmanured meadow prodnuo- 
ed only 9 per cent,. Proteine was defined 
as the basis of animal tissue of some vege- 
table snbs'ance. Well grown plants of 
oats, rye, barley, and wheat contained 
when beginning to flower 16.14 of proteine 
in the dry matter, while weaker plants 
contained only 10.4 per cent, Samples of 
timothy slightly mixed with clover in Ger- 
many one grown in a soil of ordinary fer- 
tility only, and the other ina rich sol, 
were analyzed as, follows: —No 1, proteing, 
110 per cent; crude, fibre, 22.5 per cent. ; 
fat 4.2 per cont. ; nitrogenous froe oxtract, 
56.8 per cont. ; ash 6,0 per cent., No. 2. 
proteine, 20 8 ; orude fibro, 26,6 ; fat, 4,8 ; 
nitrogenous free extract, 41.8; ash 70. 
The difference in the amount of proteine 
nitrogenous froo extract in the 
first and second cutting is very con- 
siderable. Lhe method of coring grass 
among farmora yaries some drying it more 
than others, To> much drying impairs 
the feeding quality of thehay, In curing 
some put hay into the mow while green 
in colony, but not go green in condition as 
to heat. This method was deomed the 
best. Ono day of curing of grass that had 
been cut free from dew waa ordinarily 
enough to cure the grass. When or at 
what stage of growth should grass be cut 
for hay waa a question often dircussed. 
It was gonerally conceded that carly cat 
grats made hay ofa better quality than 
that out late. Early out fodder was more 
digestible than late out, the digostib'e 
nutriment being the measure cf value. 
Young planta were richer in proteioo thun 
lator out, ond therefore amore nutritious, 
but net only the quality bat the quantity 
from a given aroa bad to be considered, 
which complicatelthe problem, Tho pro- 
teine after the grass blossoms was trans: 
foried to forming seo ls, the stom, or stalk. 
As the woody fibro was forming the pro- 
teine, decroased in both leaves and stalks. 
The older the plant the lcas digestile it 
was, ‘Tho increaio of quantity was at tho 
expense cf qoality, Beeds wore not mas 
ticable, and tor practioal purposes hay that 
was fully ripe was little, if any, bottor than 
straw, If but ono crop had to be cut the 
cutting ought to be done when the plants 
began to bloom. ‘The lecturer thon wont 
on to give the resulta of experiments oal- 
culated to show that it was more profitable 
to out two or three crops of young grass 
than one crop of ripsgrass. In practice, 
however, it had to be remembered that the 
fortility of the soil,tho length of the sonson, 
and the cos! of labour were all elements 
that must enter into the ealeulation. No

A COMPARISON, 


A comparison between the freo trade 
decade ‘of 1850-60, with the protection 
decade of 1870-80 shows some remark- 
able 86 far as the progress of 
wealth e United States is concern- 
ed. The figures should be interesting 
reading to the advocates of a high pro- 
fective tariff in Canada, It is shown 
that, during the free trade decade the 
wealth of the nation grew from $7,135,- 
780,228 in 1850 to $16 591,616,068 in 
1860—an increase of 126 per cent. In 
1870 the total wealth of the United 
States was given at $30,068,518,507, 
and according to the “Balance Sheet of 
‘the World,” os published by Mr. M. G, 
Mulhall, the tote! wealth in 1880 was 
$39,400,000,000. Hence,during the ten 
years of protection, with greatly increased 
facilities of production, the wealth of the 
United States increased ovly 31 per 
cent. In 1850 the total wealth of the 
country gave each inhabitant $307 ; in 
1860 the amount per capita was $533. 
These figures show that under free trade 
the wealth of the United States increas- 
ed much faster than the population, 
while between 1870 and 1880—the ten 
years of protection—the increase of 
Wealth did not keep pace with the po- 
pulation, In other words, during the 
free trade decade the United States 
gained $226 for each inhabitant, and 
during the protection decade they lost 
30cts. for each inhabitant. The loss 
was not very large, it is true, but the 
contrast is remarkable, all the same, 
This diflerence was not owing to a more 
rapid increase of population during the 
Protection decade. From 1850 to 1860 
the increase wus 35 per cent. From 
1870 to 1880 it was 29} per cent. 
“THE BALANCE OF TRADE,’ 
One year ago, when the Trade and 
Navigation Returns were published, the 
people of Canada were askel to ponder 
well the lesson taught by the figures 
showing the imports and exports of the 
country for the lvst fiscal year. Tho 
Finance Minister, too, harped upon the 
same subject when delivering his bud- 
get speech, and claimed that the true 
Philosophy of national prosperity was 
embodied in the National Policy. We 
Were lectured on the unerring tendency 
of the “balance of trade,” and asked to 
note the fact that, for the first time io 
many years the balance was in our 
favor, the exports having ex:ecded the 
imports by over one million dollars, 
This, we were assured, was the direct 
and desired reault of the N P., and so 
long as the balance continued in our 
favor, so long would we continue on the 
high way to prosperity. A roversion

THE PROVINCIAL ESTIMATES, 


Mr. Wood brought down his esti- 
mat’s for the year ending Deo, 31, 1881, 
Monday. He wants altogether $2,- 
389,726. There is no mention of new 
parliament buildings or provision there: 
for. For tho maintenance of govern- 
ment house $6030 is asked and an ad- 
ditional $4000 for general repairs, fur- 
niture, eto, All the asylums and pri- 
sons are to have considerable amounts 
expended upon them in the way of im- 
provements. A cottage for sixty pi; 
tients adjoining the Kingston asylum is 
to cost $18,000. For legislation $109,- 
600 is asked, including $55,000 for in- 
demnity to and mileage of memberr, 
Government House burns $900 worth 
of gas, and the Parliament building 
$1700. There is a decrease of $6833 in 
the estimates f r superannuated teach- 
ers. An increase of $43,832 in the 
maintenance of public institutions 
(asylums, prisons and colleges) is noted. 
For preventing the prize fight at Long 
Point in November last $173 is asked, 
The telephone bill runs over a thousand 
dollars. Three cottages at the Guelph 
agricultural college are to cost $6,400, 
On the Scugog river $6,000 is to be ex- 
pended in dredging, $7,500 on the dam 
at Young's Point on the Otonabee, and 
$3,052 on the Gull river dams. Colon- 
ization roads will cost $105,650. The 

principal new roads are in Thunder Bay 
district, Bruce Mines and Manitoulin 
Island. 

What the supplementary estimates 
will include remains yet to be seen.

The ball-room, which isa 
fine apartment, 82 fest by 41 feet, was only 
built by Earl Temple, who was Viceroy in 
1782, and was much altered and re-decor- 
ated when the Order of St. Patrick was 
insti(uted,and it was re-christened St. Pat- 
rick’s Hal]. So that it was not associated 
with the bright eyes and twinkling feet of 
the most ce'ebrated beanties whose story 
has cist a lnstre upon ‘Oastle’’ festivities. 
It was in the old ball room that fair. Grace 
O'Malley, the Granuaitle of the Irish barde 
most. have danced a quadrilie with 
grim Sir Henry Sidoey, ana almost sap- 
ped his loyalty with a glance of her 
famous blue eyes. It was there that the 
witty Earl of Chesterfield forsook the 
homeliners of Melosina de Schulenburg 
for the beaux yeaue of the fascinating 
Lady Palmer, ‘‘the only davgerou3 
Papist,”’ he eaid, “he ever met in Ireland;” 
and that the Dachess of Rutland. worked 
such hayoo with all Irish hearte, A ball 
at the ‘Castle’ most have been an pyent 
indeed in thore days. On such on occa- 
sion the ‘‘patriots” forsook the shibboleth 
of their prefession and change! their cry. 
Deans forgot their Latin, and. rusty old 
lawyers rubbed up the recollection of their 
‘* steps; while yoang sparks looked their 
best, and old beaux gave an extra curl to 
the auburn wig to attract a look,if it might 
_be, from the theme of all song... At one 
of these onstle fe/es Sir, Horcules Langrisho 
prezented a poem to the Duchess, which 
ended with the pointed lines :— . « 

“ All bow before you inobeitanve meet ; 

The solsior Jays bis laurels at vour feet ; 

Por you the lawyer bends bis stubborn knoo, 
Forgets his disputation and his { e.” 

Tho sollier referred. to was General 
O'Hara, the Conimander-in-Cbiol, and the 
lawyer FitaGibbon, afterwards tho famous 
Lord Ohancellor; exch of whom fondly 
flattered himee'f that be was the favorits 
swain. 

The castle, which ismow only the very 
occasional residence of the Lrish te eee 
who, as a rale, prefer the viceregal lodge 
in Phoix park, was-constracted at firstto 
apswer three, ifmot four,purpoees. «It was 
to actas a citidel to secure the ‘English 
interests"; ax the place for the Lords and 
commons of Ireland to assemble,as well as 
for the judges and juries to hearand decide 
casts, and as the royal seat of government. 


It appears to have been finished about the } 


year 1220 by Heary Lowndres, Archbishop 


of Dublin ; although fifteen years earlier 


in 1205, we find Henry II. writing to bis 
“beloved and faithfal sobjeot," Meiler Fitz- 
Henry, Lord Justice :—"You baye given 
us to understand you haye not a conven- 
ient place wherin our treasure may be sate- 
ly deposited ; and forasmuch, as well for 
that use as for mapvy others, a fortress 
would-be necessary for uypat Dablin, we 
command you to erect a castle there in 
such competent place as you shall judge 
moat convenient, as well to curb the city 
as to dofend it it occasion shall require ; 
and that you make it as strong as you can 
with good and durable wails. In the 
early days of thez English ‘‘Pule" it 
was decidedly a point D'appui—and a uso- 
fal oné—for the English adventures,and in 
1641 it was a rallying place for the loyal 
from ail parts of Irelind; but from the 
time it was built in the reign of the Second 
Henry to the other day, when the guns 
were mounted in the castle-yard, itbas of- 
tonor been used, as that sago monarch svg- 
gested, to ourb the Dublia mob than to 
protect the city from an external foe, To 
take a fow instances, In 1641 it was at- 
tacked by, and hold ont against, Thomas» 
Fitzgerald, Barl of Desmond, During the 
Dake ef Ormonde's viceroyalty, Blood, 
with a rabble of the worst characters in 
Dubiin, tried to sarpriso it by one of the 
sallyports, In 1769 the Duxe of ae 
a quiet, easy-going map, was frightene 

out of his wits by a mob whieh forced its 
way into tho Castle and ostabliehod an old 
woman emoking a‘clay pipe oD thd vise 
regal throne; and lator still, ia the troubl- 
ed Aays of “Free fade” and the volantoers, 
another Viceroy, Who was not ov orburden- 
ed with physical courage, watohed with 
grim satisfaction from his oyrie in tho Onn 
tly the ragged battalions of Lord Charle- 
mont’s army knocking their heads to no 
purpose against those strong and dnrable 

walls. In the original odifice the entrance 
from Castle stroot was by a drawbridge 
placed between two gate-towers, tho 
westward of which existed as lato as the 
yoar 1766. Tho presont Birmingham tower 
was not crested till 1777, although it 
stands on the exact silo of the onoin Which 
Sir William Brimingbam ood his son Wal- 
tor suffered their long confinement in’ the 
fourteonth century. The Castle does not 
appear to have been the regalar residence 
ot the Lords-Deputy or Lords-Lieutenant 
vntil the reign of Elizabeth. Before that 
time, during thoir abort atay in Dublin, 
they had cither resided at Kilmainbam 
Hospital or at tho Archbishop’s palace,

The majority of those 
procent yesterday morning were very de- 
o'ded in their pre‘erence for the mew ar- 
rangement, even for these comparativel 
sbort journeye. The Grand Trun 
authorities have already givon orders for 
now fittings for several oars, and there can 
be no doubt bat they will very soon come 
into general use. 

No stronger proof cou!d possibly be 
given of the protection to animals which 
the Hunter cattle car gives. them, than on 
a recent triel trip from Guelph to Mon- 
treal. Thore were seventeen cattle shipped 
at Guelph, and when the car arrived in 
Montreal eighteon were taken off. One 
of the cows had become a mother during 
the trip, and she and her offspring were 
as contented and in as good condition as 
they would have been under ordinary cir- 
oumstancee.

A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 


Scattering Death and Destruction. 


Ouxeter, Feb, 17.—At cight o'clock this 
morning an explosion occurred at the py- 
rotechnio works of Professor Jackson. The 
building was shattered and burned. At 
least 16, and probably more lives were lost. 
Many were dangerously wounded. The 
building is the old homestead of Admiral 
Porter. 

LATER. 

A number of colored families lived in 
the Porter mansion, The b-ilding fint 
took fire. While the firomen,were playing{on 
the flames a large crowd surrounded them. 
An explosion occurred scattering destruc- 
ton far and wide. Thenumber killed is ber 
tween 15 and 20. About 20 are danger- 
ously and 50 more or less seriously wound- 
ed. The dead are being laid in the city 
hall, and the wounded cared for in various 
drug storos.

Mr. Fraser had considered the matter, and 
come to the conclusion that the benefit of 
such registration would not be worth the 
trouble involved. Mr. Creighton objected

OUR CITIZENSHIP 


A New Year Meditation. 


BY REY, HORATIUS BONAR, D.D, 


‘Oar conversation (or citizenship) is in 
heaven, whence we look for the Saviour, 
the Lord Jesus Christ.” . Such is the apos- 
tle's brief picture of a CLristian man. He 
is one who has come out frcm the cities of 
earth, who hes broken the ties of worldly 
citizanship, and bas come into the posses- 
sion of higher and more enduring privi- 
leges tan thore which he has given up. 
Such was apostolic Obnstianity ; such was 
the standing of primitive beliovers; such 
wasthe hope of which they had takea 
sure hold. This citizenship of theirs was 
no uncertainty. They knew beyond doubt 
to what city they belonged. Just as they 
could say, each for himself, “Lam of 
Rome,” or ‘I am cf Corinth,” or “Iam 
of Ephesus,” or I am of Antioch,’’so with 
equal certainty they could each of them 
say, ‘‘L am ot Jerusalem ;” not the Jerasa- 
lem of Judea, but the Jerusalem that 
cometh down from Heaven. It was this 
certainty that nerved, and animted, and 
comforted them. A doubtful citizenship 
would have profited them nothing; for 
however glorious the thing iteelf might be 
it they were not sure of it being theirs, it 
conld not quicken or sustein. A mere 
peradventure will do list'e for as in such a 
case. It ss a broken reed, 

1. What is this Citizenship ?—It is a 
title te all the rights and privileges of the 


promised city of God, the Heavenly Jeru- 7 


falem ; so that, though here possessing 
notbing, we possess all things, The city 
has become our city; the glory has be- 
come our glory; the blessedness has be- 
come our biessedness, Just as a native of 
London, resident in Calcutta, eould say, 
“London is my city,” so we, ihongh so- 
journers here in a land of strangers, can 
say with all asaurance, “The New Jeru- 
salem is my city ; 1 belong to it, and it 
belongs tome. I may dwell for a wh le 
in other places, in any of the cities of 
earth, but they are not mine. I belong 
toacity yettocome, Ihaye a home, but 
it is above these clouds; I haye a dwelling, 
but it is not in any of the streets of earth. 
My tent may be anywhere below, but my 
city of habitation, my home of eternity, 
is above these stars, and beyond that 
firmament. Therel expect ere long to be, 
and my link to it is stronger and closer 
than any of the links of earth.” — 

Il, How does it begin 2—Lt begins at the 
cross ; it begins with my believing the 
Father's testimony to His beloved Son. 
That belief secures my sonehip, my heir- 
ship, my citizensbip. My reception of 
Christ brings me at once into possession of 
the city of which Obristis King. [ am 
justified by tath, and that which justifies 
me warrants me in cluiming the c ty as 
mive. Iturn my back upon the world 
and its cities, and L see my faco etoadfast- 
ly towards Ziop, “ Whosoever believeth 
that Jesus is the Christis born of God,” 
Such is tho ymmodiate resu't of a believed 
Gospel ; such is the certain conclusion 
which I am entitled to draw from my uc- 
ceptanco of the good news. Let us not 
puzzle ourselves by attempting to analyze 
our own acts of faith or prcceres of trust ; 
let ua take faith with a'lthe simplioity in 
which God presents itto usin His Word, 
and rejoice that, if His promise holds good, 
wo have beeome cituens of the eternal eity 
by believing the glad tidings concerning 
the completed work of the Substitute on 
the cross. 4 

Ill. How do we keep it?—Not by any 
violent effort or Jaborious struggle, but by 
continuing in that which at first made us 
citizens —faith in the Son of God. “ We 
aie made partakers of Obrist if wo held 
the beginning of our confidence stod{net 
unto the end.” ‘Tho beginning was “ bo- 
lieveing,"” the middle is * believeing,” the 
end is “ belioveing.”” We retain our hold 
of the citizenship in the samo way aa wo 
first got bold oft. In continuing to be- 
lieve we continue in the possession of a'l 
onr citizen rights. Nothing but unbelicf 
can come batween us and Christ; so 
nothirg but unbelief can como betwoon us 
and tho aity. Our faith is from firet to 
lnst “the aubstance of things hoped for, 
the evidonco of things not seen." 

1V. What it does for ws.—Many are 
the things which it does for us; but let us 
note such things a8 the following ;— 

1, It separates 9 from the world 
“Oome yo out and be separate,” is tho 
voice from the celestial city. That which 
draw us to the things above drew us away 
from the things below. What is the world 
now to us,when the world to como is oura? 
What have we to do any longer with the 
vanities of earth or the eae of 
theworld ? This is not our rest. Hore 
we bave to continuing city, but wo sook 
one to come. ‘Tbe attractions ot earth 
havo lost their powor. They dazalo no 
moro, they allure us no more, they drag us 
no more. Onor taste for thom is 
gone. Our relish for their swootness has 
disappeared. Our admiration for their 
beauty has beon turned into indifference 
or dread,

3. It strengthens us for auffecing and 
conflict.—Citizens of such a city, shall we 
despond in trial or shrink back in the day 
ot battle? No. By all that is fair, and 
bright, and holy in that city, we cheer and 
nerve ourselves in the evil day. S» soon 
to bo within its halls, and tread its golden 
slreots, shall we play the coward, and give 
way bofors the enemy ? 

Many years ag>, whon traversing tho 
desert of Sinai, ia company with some 
Christian brethren, felt the oppressive heat 
at noon, and took up the subject with one 
of my companions riding at my side. Ho 
siege of the overpowering heat, and 
eaid he felt ns if he must give way under 
it. “Indeed,” said he to me, “I could not 
have stood it sven thus far had it not been 
for one text in Soriptare.’’ 

“What is that text ?" I asked, 

“That in the 122od Psalm, ‘Our feet 
fe stand within thy gates, O Jernaa 

om.’ "’ 

We were moviag northward at tho time, 
and were on the borders of the land,expect- 
ing to enter tho Holy City in a few days.

On the other hand, our 
forefathers related hideous tales of wonton 
cruelty perpetrated by the rebel foro. 
upon dcfencless women and children Such 
repcrts gained credence among the firat 
sottlors of the Bay of Quinte, and were 
transmitted to their descondants with in- 
tentified meaning. Probably not halt tho 
reports thus circulated were true, but £0 
strong a hold did they have upou the pub- 
lio mind that when the war of 1812 began 
a wide-spread alarm was manifested 
throughout the Bay settlement. The want 
of a sullicient force to guard the extensive 
ccast, which almost everywhere admits of 
lauding, it was feared wovld expose the 
sottlers to predatory visits from theenemy. 

They believed that the American colder 
of 1812 wero representatives of those thoir 
fathers oncountered in the Revolutionary 
stroggle,and that having old cores to soitle 
they would not fail to embrace the chince 
offered by the renowal of hostilitios. 

Our information concerning this teeling 
refors chiefly to those inhabiting that part 
of Prince Edward County known as Indian 
Point, in the township of Marysburg. 
Whether from their greater exposure, or & 
want of faith in the Yankce,we caunoteay, 
but an apprehersion of danger prevailed 
there toan alarming extent, which con- 
siderably intorfered with domestic concerns, 
and kept them in a fever of excimement 
for a long time. Houses and moveable 
property were coustantly guarded, tor fear 
of a sudden descent upon them by the 
dreaded foe. Their slumbers were disturbed 
by visions of plander anl rapino, and every 
uncertain sound aroused them to an ex- 
pectation of sometbiag horrible awaiting 
them. 

In the summer of 1813, jast before har- 
vest time, a rumor was ciroulated.that two 
sails belonging to the enemy were then in 
the vicinity, and in fect they were occa- 
sionally seen from the shore. This intelli 
gence was soflicient to put the whole neigh- 
borhood in a furore of excitement; the wo- 
men moaned piteously and became hysteri- 
cal with fear; the children wept to keep 
them company, while the “lords of crea 
tion” made Cexperate efforts to vindicate 
their manhood by hasty preparations for 
flight and protection. Valuables were 
baried ; what could not be removed was 
secreted as best they could; and then gath- 
ering up provisions, clothing and beddicg, 
many’ tamilies ecught xeluge in the midst 
of fields of wheat, where they remained 
concealed for several days. In the miean- 
time they expected the bumble ab-des 
they had deserted were being pi'laxed, and 
mayhap barned by piratical Yankees. 
Subsequent events proved the futility of 
all this apprehension of evil. 

The Americans did visit the settlement 
but not for hortile purpores. They were 
in quest of provision and other nccossaries 
required on bosrd, and when the deserted 
tenements were found, withont any evi- 
dence of occupation, they were curious to 
know the cause of this modern hegira. At 
first they wore irclined to impute the gen- 
eral desolation to some tyrannical order of 
the Government, but ultimately learned 
the real influence. Some of the less timid 
ot the settlers having ventured forth from 
their biding places, messengera were dis- 
patched to .ssure the rest of the friendly 
intentions of their visitors. In this man- 
ner the natural onder of things was r.stor- 
ed ; and the hereditary vicdiotiveness cf 
the Yankees became an absolete doctriue, 
no longer worthy the attention of those 
who had so satis‘actorily discoverel its 
falsity. Frequent visits were paid to them 
afterwards by paities from the enemy's 
vessels, ag well as from their own, 
and their surplus produce, consitt 
ing of beef, mutton, veal, butter, eggs, 
&o., was bonght up at prices far in ad- 
yance of the ma:ket value, while a plenti- 
ful eupply of tke genuine specte gladden- 
ed the hoarts ofthe honest yeomanry. To 
one instance, we are told, a Yankeo forag- 
ing party actually bought a large black 
bear, which had been captarcd by the 
farmers, paying a handsome price for 
bruin's carcsss. Alter getting the mon- 
ster on board they dressed bim ala porcus, 
and fastened the head upon the top cf the 
forernast, where it remained as a trophy 
ofthe event. Evidence is borne to the 
systematic courtesy with which the Ameri- 
can sailcra conducted sll their trafficing 
intercourse, no instance of rudenees or 
hostility being known. ‘The opportunity 
to dispose of so much domestic produce, 
and at such a highly remunerative figure, 
was greatly appreciated by the farmera, 
who, at that time, were not very well 
situated, as regards marketing privileges. 
When the war closed they lost excellent 
customers, and good-humoredly referred 
to the erroneous impression that prevailed 
at the beginning,

thankful for God's goodness, mercy, and 
love. 

Tho last clause of theso vorses show that | 
thoro are disadvantages connocted with | 
poverty, which will lead the poor into temp- 
tations, such as stealing and taking Gou's 
name in vain, There aro other disadvan. 
tages the poor have, which are very often 
forgotten, and therefore in many instances, 
they are wrongly jadged and too often 
harshly treated ; instead of looking at their 
position, circumstances avd disadvantages 
and then jadge them accordingly. Tt ia 
suid that they are to blamo for all their 
misery. This may be trae in some ca 08, 
but ia many it is not so, when we ooveider 
that everybody could be blamed for his or 
hor own difficulties in life. Lot us now 
see some of tho disadvantages the poor 
have. 

I havo no hesitation in saying that the 
poor pay more for almost everything they 
purchase, ns thoy bay in very small quan- 
tities. They pay also higher rent than the 
so-called better clase, compared with the 
accommodation, etc.; and I am sure in 
stating that the landlords of thesemirerable 
wrecks (I cannot call them dwo!llings) who 
let them to the poor have A groater ic- 
come aud a amaller outlay than than the 
landlords who are letting good and com- 
fortabla houses. I am acquainted with 
some of these wrecks, many of wh'ch are 
not woith $20, Three or more poor 
families aro living in ome house, and ach 
are paying at the rate of $125 por month. 
Thus the landlord is recoiving nearly $4 per | 
month for such aplaco. These wrecks are 
adisgrace to humanity and civilization, 
and it is coftain they are no credit te the 
city of Belleville. 

The poor are very often blamed for 
not keeping the floor and walls of 
their houses clean, but if you would make 
up your mind to see these placcs, you 
wou'd think as I do, that it is almost an 
impcsubility to keep them in order, and 
that they wouid defy even the best house- 
keepers. You have no idea of the state of 
these places. I would alvise you to get 
your life insured (if not already done,) 
should you vontore to visit them, as there 
is a po sibility of falling from the upper 
floor down as far a5 you can go in a hurry. 

We have sccieties everywhere for the 
protection of avimals, which are doing 
much good, but a society for the protec- 
tion cf pcor humanity would be of st-ll 
greatcr velue and benefit. Those wrecks 
should not be sllowea tobe lost. They 
should be examined by proper authorities. 
If not thercughly repaired, they shall be 
condemned, 

An other great disadvantage stares rome 
of poor in the face. When they seek em- 
ployment, trying to begin to do better, and 
to make a livelihood in the futare, they are 
generally asked their name, and as soon as 
their name is mentioned in many cases 
they are rejected at once. The sins of the 
rarents are resting upon their ebild- 
ren to a few generations at least. 
Thus the difficulty presents _ it- 
self before those also who are doing their 
best in helping to give the poor a stat in 
life, The greatest battle for anyone to 

fight is the battle of lcng-seated prejudices. 
The manner and ways in which most of 
the poor are brought up have much to do 
in creating disadvantages, not easily over— 
come. The poor children, some of whom 
are bright, even amart,are suffer ing severe- 
ly, therefore we must not forget that had 
even the very best ofus to battle with the 
rame dissdvantages,we could do no better; 
some even would do worse than those who 
are helplors, poor, wretched, even cast out. 

Many more of the disadvantages con)d 
be mentioned, but baving already taken 
up your time and spaee, I conolu le,eaying, 
that we willnever be able to see tho dis- 
advantages of the poor se they are until 
we are willing to look into the matter 
calmly, without prejudice ; when we c.n 
pray in their bebalf—Lordlelp me,’ thus 
carrying the burden of their misery to God, 
au if they were ourown. Then only we 
are able to sympathize, have pationce with 
them, and do them good.

Oar reporter left for the scens of the fire 
immediately aftor one o'clock, and farn- 
ishes the following additional particulars. 

Mr. Moody was choppiog in the wools 
about 1} miles from homg, anl his wife 
had gone to Mr. Cunningham's to assist in 
somo domostio concerns. She hal not. 
been absent long when Honry, a sou of 
Mr. Geo, Cunninghan, observed the houre 
on fire and gaye the alarm. Tho terrified 
wifeaudhoranto the placo, and Mre. 
Moody atsempted to get in and resous the 
children. When sbe opened the door the 
flames drove ber back, aud tnrning to 
young Couuingham she cried ia groat 
agony—''Ior God's eakesave my ohildren!” 


The boy tried to respond, and 
throwing h'ms:If on his haods and 
knees attempted to crawl in'o the 
burning building. He had no sooner 


put his head inside, however, before the 
fire drove him bac again. In this help- 
less condition they had to stand and 
witness the cruel flames destroy everything 
in the house. The poor mother was crazid 
with grief for the loss of her darlings, aud 
rent the air with her piteous cries for help. 

The cbildron were named Lillie Alverty, 
aged 4 years ; Nettie Maud, aged 2 years 
and 6 months; and Ethel May, aged 8 
months. As stated aboye, the baby was 
left aslesp ia the cradle, and the other two 
were playing on the floor, When tho 
cbarred remains were found it was noticed 
that Nettie Maud had fal’eno or thrown 
herae!f on top of the baby and the two had 
died claspsd in each others arms. Lillie 
had got under the bel clothes, it is sup- 
posed, to extinguish the fire, as hor re- 
mains were founlin the cornor of the 
house where the bed had been, All ware 
burned to a shapeless mass of cinders. 

Mr. Moody lived about foar miles from 
Belleville on the Ametiasburg front, and 
close to the shore of the bay. He had re- 
sided there for two years. His losa by this 
terribla visita'ion is a sad ons indeed. 
There was no insurance on the house nor 
its centents. But the loss of his three ch'l- 
dren crushes him to the earth. Itis easy 
to conceive how poignant mast be his grief 
and how strong must be the will to stand 
such a great trial. 

The general supposiiion is that the chil- 
drep wore playing with matches and in 
this way set fire to their clothes or the 
honse.
